as effectually in the future, as in the past, 
be productive of failure. 

The Radical extremists, like Nebuchad- 
nezzar, who set up the image in the plains 
of Dura, have set up their theory of govern- 
ment. They claim that their theory and 
practice have been fully and emphatically 
indorsed by the people, and they demand 
that all who desire their favor, 
or who fear their power, shall adopt it. 
This demand will be made upon General 
Grant. If he falters in his obedience to 
their behest, he must make up his mind to 
pass through the fiery furnace of Radical 
wrath. In this period of the country’s 
peril itis not strange that the eyes of the 
people should be fixed upon the President 
elect, and his utterances weighed with the 
most rigid exactness. It is not difficult to 
measure the pressure that will be brought 
upon General Grant. If he is to be influ- 
enced in his choice between the Radical 
and Conservative policies, it must be con- 
ceded that the advantages, so far as the 
public bave any grounds for judging, are 
largely in favor of the Radicals. 
Democrats and conservative Republicans, 
however, are not without a few pegs upon 
which to hang their hopes. Grant’s ante- 

ents are well calculated to inspire com2-~ 

Opposed to may with 
omit’ ing the ‘government 
back to ite days of Democratic simplicity. 
His contempt for shoddy, in all of its mul- 
tiform and phases, is of incalcu- 
lable benefit in estimating the chances tor 
an economical administration of the fiscal 
affairs of the nation. The war having 
brought bim from obscurity and made him 
the chief executive of the country, can do 
nothing more for him. If ambitious, his 
cup ought to be full, and, from the serene 
altitude to which merit or capricious for- 
tune has elevated him, Grant is in’ 
4 position, from his political 
Lookout Mountain, to take 
a comprehensive view of the situation. If 
the Radicals intend to trust him, they will, 
as the Express remarks, unchain him; and 
Grant, if equal to the task which he has 
been called to perform, will as promptly 
strike the shackles from the South, hift the 
burden of doubt and despondency from the 
public mind, bring order out of chaos, and, 
at an early day, achieve a peace the bless- 
ings of which will make his name illustri- 
ous in all future time. But our readers 
must not fora moment suppose that the 
problems are solved, that the ship of State 
is securely and safely anchored, or that she 
is out en an open sea with fair wind and a 
flowing sail. On the contrary, she is drift- 
ing among rocks, and there are breakers 
all around. She is still in the hands 
of a piratical crew, who are rioting 
in plunder. Blinded by passion, ambitious 
to keep alive the fires of animosity 
engendered by the war, that their designs 
may be kept from public view, they are not 
in a cordition to surrender to General 
Grant except upon terms that will not dis- 
turb their schemes, They will know 
Grant’s views before they intrust him with 
the helm. If they unchain him and make 
the Executive a co-ordinate branch of the 
Government, untrammeled as before the 
vandals took possession, the inference will 
be reasonable, though not conclusive, that 


Grant has made concessions to their de-~ 


mands. 

Grant cannot much longer remain reticent. 
His chosen constitutional advisers will soon 
be made public. The 4th of March, 1869, 
looms up in the distance. His inaugural 
will tell the story; amd as the wires flash [ 
his utterances over the world the nation 
will have abundant cause for reloicing or 
lamentation. Till then all is speculation 
and conjecture. 


Organizing a Revolution. 
“They order these things better in 
In this country there is no 


Jacobinical genius; there are no barricades 
The people live far apart. The States are 
separate. Revolutions must move slowly, 
and may not be brought up “by hand.” In 
France it is different; and an affair—called 


the Baudin affair—has just transpired: 


which wears a threatening aspect, and is 
exciting all Paris. Baudin was a Deputy, 
killed on a barricade on December 8, 1851, 
resisting the coup d'etat, and the Republi- 
cans have opened subscriptions to provide 
him a monument. The Liberal papers 
publish these subscriptions, and are to be 
prosecuted for exciting hatred and con- 
tempt of the Government. The journal- 
ists say this is not legal, fifty-three barris- 
ters coincide in the opinion, and the lists 
are issued dally, the Government on its 
side bringing actions. The trial is consid- 
ered a sort of duel, and will be watched 
with an interest which the Republicans 
hope will deepen tiil a popular movement 
becomes possible. They of course care 
nothing about M. Baudin,a worthy but 
obscure person, forgotten for seventeen 
years, but they care much for the chance of 
a victory over the Government. This is 


what they call “organizing a revolution.” -* 


One of the idiosyncrasies of the recent 
political ‘agitation in France has been a 
certain ugly disposition to dwell upon the 
“coup-d'etat” in a manner which must be 
extremely unpleasant to the sovereign who 
planned and executed it. The difficulty 
which stood in the way was that the cir-

The weather for the t two months has 
been all that heart of milliner or dress-maker
